LUXEMBOURG iP — The Schu- 
man Plan’s nine-man high author­ 
ity began work today on a program 
to giv e Western Europe both guns 
and butter, and perhaps ev entual 
political unity as well.

Monnet and his eight colleagues 
from West Germany, Italy, The 
Netherlands, B e l g i um , Luxem­ 
bourg and France took office yes­ 
terday morning at a short cere­ 
mony in the City Hal] here. 
In his “ inaugural address” *s 
chairm an, Monnet said the author­ 
ity would quickly remov e the bar­ 
riers to free trading of steel and 
coal throughout the .six nations, 
thus pav ing the way to increased 
production and higher liv ing stand­ 
ards. 
Western statesmen already hav e 
hailed the Schuman organization, 
named for French Foreign Min­ 
ister Robert Schuman who first 
conceiv ed it. as the initial step to­ 
ward a political federation of West­ 
ern Europe. 
The authority expects to hav e 
the common coal - steel m arket 
operating at the end of about eight 
months. 
Initially 
the 
executiv e 
branch m ust make a general sur­ 
v ey of the steel and coal industries 
in the m em ber states and work out 
plans for elimination of tariff and 
trade barriers. 
Monnet did not mention defense 
needs specifically but the gun.s- 
and-butter promise was Implied 
in his statem ent that the pool’s op-! 
erations would contribute both to 
Europe’s prosperity and peace. 
Monnet pledged quick action to 
dov etail the British steel and coal 
industry with the continental com­ 
munity. an item of top priority for 
the authority. 
As of yesterday, the nine m em ­ 
bers of the executiv e group se­ 
v ered all official connection with 
their own gov ernments and with 
any separate coal and .steel con­ 
cerns. They will hav e full diplo­ 
matic status.

The treaty setting up the coal-! 
steel pool also prov ides for a sort 
of two-house supra-national indus­ 
trial parliam ent — a council of 
ministers from 
the six

ments and a 78-member assembly 
elected by the six national legis­ 
latures; and for a six-member in­ 
ternational court to settle legal and 
constitutional disputes.

When My Father Passed Throu gh Castle Garden 


Back Breaker At Last ! 


End Of The Hay Ride 
The conviction and sentencing of the Califor­ 


nia gang 
of 
Commu nists—14 
party-liners— 
m ark s one more step in the government’s dazed 


retreat from Red coddling. 
By the tim e its befu ddled prosecu tors finally 
have nailed down the California gang, after a 
cou ple of appeals and innu m erable delays, it 
will be abou t tim e for the New York gang to 
be tu rned loose. 
Meanwhile, a whole new generation of con­ 
spirators will have been spawned, indoctrinated 
and assigned to du ty at k ey spots throu ghou t 
the United States. Thou gh Commu nists no long­ 
er throw their weight abou t In pu blic life, as 
they did du ring the salad days-of Hiss, Pres- 
m an, White and the “ happy hot dogs,’’ nothing 
has intimidated them less than the arrest and 
trials of a few expendables whose u sefu lness 
now is exhau sted. 
The end of tfie hay ride for the Commu nist 
conspiracy in the United States will come when 
there is a clean break between the party in 
control of the federal government and the Com­ 
m u nist hay wagon. 
The haywagon has consisted of innu m erable 
connections between that party’s m em bers and 
pu rposes and the m em bers and pu rposes of the 
Commu nist conspiracy. It has been what the 
sociologists refer to as a “favorable clim ate.” 
The Commu nists were m ade to feel at home 
in the New Deal and the F air Deal. They re­ 
sponded favorably to the political hospitality 
which was shown to them. 
Even when they tried to wear ou t their wel­ 
come. it was almost impossible to get thrown 
ou t. H arry Bridges is still here, still ordering 
strik es and boycotts and still preaching the 
Commu nist party line. Hiss is still viewed fond­ 
ly by his friends, inclu ding the secretary of 
state a^id the Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent. Things aren’t as good as they u sed to be, 
bu t they aren’t half as bad as they shou ld be. 
One of the most compelling reasons for chang­ 
ing the gu ard in Washington in 1952 is to m ak e 
things there and everywhere ju st as bad for 
Commu nists as it cou ld have been from 1933, 
had not the first Roosevelt adm inistration tak en 
Stalin’s word for it that his revolu tion was 
hou sebrok en. 


Dying On The Vine 
It is lik ely that reports of 
a middle-class 
pu rge in Czechoslovak ia are tru e. The Reds 
never w ear down their opposition if they can 
get rid of it. 
There is no place for 
a middle class in thelr 
social pattern. There are only a top and 
a bot­ 
tom in the stru ctu re of Commu nism. The one- 
party politicos are the top, all others the bot­ 
tom. 
Everyone is either in or ou t of favor. There 
are no wavering between Willy and Nilly, no 
bipartisans, no ou tsiders stu dying to be insiders. 
This u nwieldy political m ass m u st be eliminat­ 
ed so the party can get ahead with its work of 
fashioning an absolu tely obedient state with no 
mind of its own, no misgivings, no second 
throu ghts and no m eans of opposition. ’That is 
what is happening in Czechoslovak ia u nder the 
Commu nists. 
The same thing is happening elsewhere u n­ 
der other au spices. The English are doing it in 
the nam e of socialism. The Americans are do­ 
ing it in the nam e of progressive income taxes 
and escalator clau ses, which let millions of 
fixed-income citizens die on the vine for lack of 
enou gh spending power to k eep pace with the 
deflation of money. 
This is less abru pt and more hu mane than 
loading them into boxcars and losing them in 
transit. And it has the sam e effect in the 
long ru n. 


Benefits Of Toil 
Being of the belief that more can be learned 
from reading want ads than from reading the 
wishfu l thou ghts of theorists elsewhere in a 
newspaper, we have been mak ing a want ad 
su rvey of the benefits of toil in 1952. 
The American work ing class, which inclu des 
ju st abou t all of u s, is being lu red into em ­ 
ployment and presu mably imprisoned therein 
by many things besides di$e necessity these 
days. The want ads reveal what they are: 
Company - paid pensions, night shift premi­ 
u ms, clean places to work , plenty of overtime, 
gu aranteed salaries and liberal bonu ses 
for 
salesmen, liberal vacations, good chances for 
advancement, transportation fu rnished, conven­ 
ient locations, paid holidays, escalator clau ses, 
health, life and accident insu rance, steady em ­ 
ployment, old age no handicap. 
Besides these basic baits, a dazzling variety 
of dry and wet flies are being u sed for special 
pu rposes. Engineering school gradu ates 
t hi s 
year were tempted with offers of pleasing 
scenery, salu briou s climate, moving expenses 
paid, a chance to get m arried and high-type 
companionship. 
Belonging to the work ing class has its dis­ 
advantages, to be su re, su ch as the necessity 
of work ing. Bu t never, except in aU-ou t w ar­ 
tim e, have the disadvantages been softened 
with so many pillows. 


My father was an im m igrant 
from Bialystok , which wa$ then in 
Ru ssian Poland. 
I thou ght of that the other day 
when I received a pam phlet from 
ou r park departm ent in New York 
with illu strations showing hew they 
had beau tified Battery Park . 'That 
was the first bit of America that 
my father saw when he landed on 
these shores from 
a steerage b oat 
In his day, an old fortress there | 
was called Castle Garden, and the \ 
im m igrants passed throu gh it in 
hordes. That was when this cou n­ 
try was in need of popu lation and 
encou raged those who were hu n­ 
gry or frightened to come to Amer­ 
ica. 


THE MOST fantastic stories were 
told in Eu rope abou t the United 
States. To the im m igrants, su oh as 
my father, it was a “goldene me- 
dina” — a “k ingdom of gold.” 
And literally it was su ch. For 
while they lived in slu ms and work ­ 
ed u nbelievably hard, their plight 
was better than ansrthing they had 
k nown in the old cou ntry. And that 
is why they came here. 
My father was a refu gee from 
a p>ogrom. He ran away from so­ 
cial, economic and spiritu al depriv­ 
ation. He wanted to worship God 
acccrding to the traditions of his 
ancestors. 
He was a devotedly religiou s 
man, steeped in the lore of his 
faith, incapable of u nderstanding 
life withou t it. Bread one cou ld 
earn anywhere; liberty was hard 
to come by in his day. 
Millions came, as he did, to bu ild 
a new life in this cou ntry’! I was 
brou ght u p in this environment of 
hopefu l people. They fou nd life 
tou gh, particu larly the adju stments 
of langu age and cu stoms. 
And they su ffered heartaches as 
their children moved away from 
them spiritu ally in the assimila­ 
tive processes then catalyzing the 
sons and dau ghters of im migrants 
into Americans.

And we also | 
spok e English, which ou r parents ^ 
did not k now, bu t which we got in i 
the pu blic schools and on the side­ 
walk s. And there, too, we learned 
abou t the United States, its cu s­ 
toms, its traditions, its institu tions. 
The 
children 
of 
those 
immi­ 
grants, first generation Americans, 


were jealou s of their privileges. 
They were reared to regard the 
United States as a promised land. 
They were inspired in the schools 
to patriotic fervor. They were in­ 
tolerant of anyone who even su g­ 
gested that any other cou ntry cou ld 
be eq u al to ^ e UnibKi States. This 
was their cou ntry. 
In later years, when tim es were 
better 
and 
you ng 
people 
went 
throu gh school and college withou t 
hardship, when the third genera­ 
tion was living on the fat stored 
by their im m igrant ancestors, they 
cou ld not q u ite grasp the intensity 
of the emotions of the im m igrants 
of the period between 1848 and 1890 
for this cou ntry- 
The new generation were com- 
plainers; nothing was good enou gh 
for them. Bu t the old folk s, they 
k new where they cam e from and 
why and they were tank fu l. 


MY 
FATHER, 
never 
learned 
English. He lived in a ghetto at­ 
mosphere by choice. He preferred 
to be among his own k ind and re­ 
garded it as a privilege to be able 
to do that withou t fear. 
His greatest joy was the free 
practice of his religion withou t dan­ 
ger or shame or hu miliation. Yet, 
he voted in every election and de­ 
voted himself to an u nderstanding 
of the issu es and the personalities 
abou t which he re?ad in the Yid­ 
dish newspapers w'hich then flou r­ 
ished as excellent jou rnals. 
He was an independent in poli­ 
tics, as were so many im m igrants 
lik e himself. That was before the 
politicians welded them into poli­ 
tical blocs. 
I am su re that no im m igrant in 
those days ever thou ght of him­ 
self as being part of a minority. 
They wou ld not have k nown what 
it meant. They were Americans. 
To have called my father “a mi­ 
nority” wou ld have been as in­ 
su lting as to call him a sheenie. 
He had ru n away from Eu rope 
becau se there he was part of a 
minority; he cam e here becau se 
in America aU people were Amer­ 
icans, all belonged to the same 
nation; all were eq u al in the eyes 
of the government. 
My father, the rabbi, and Father 
Lou is, the priest, ou r neighbor and 
friend, we were all the same k ind 
of people only we worshipped the 
same God differently. That he 
cou ld u nderstand — bu t minority, 
pfu i, that wou ld have reminded 
him of the old cou ntry. That was 
no good!

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End Of The Hay Ride 
The conviction and sentencing of the Califor- 
nia gang 
of Communists—14 
party-liners— 
marks one more step in the government’s dazed 
retreat from Red coddling. 
By the time its befuddled prosecutors finally 
have nailed down the California gang, after a 
couple of appeals and innumerable delays, it 
will be about time for the New York gang to 
be turned loose. 
Meanwhile, a whole new generation of con­ 
spirators will have been spawned, indoctrinated 
and assigned to duty at key spots throughout 
the United States. Though Communists no long­ 
er throw their weight about In public life, as 
they did during the salad days-of Hiss, Pres- 
man, White and the “happy hot dogs,” nothing 
has intimidated them less than the arrest and 
trials of a few expendables whose usefulness 
now is exhausted. 
The end of the hay ride for the Communist 
conspiracy in the United States will come when 
there is a clean break between the party in 
control of the federal government and the Com­ 
munist hay wagon.

Things aren’t ss good as they used to be, 
but they aren’t half as bad as they should be. 
One of the most compelling reasons for chang­ 
ing the guard in Washington in 1952 is to make 
things there and everywhere just as bad for 
Communists as it could have been from 1933, 
had not the first Roosevelt administration taken 
Stalin’s word for it that his revolution was 
housebroken. 


Dying On The Vine 
It is likely that reports of a middle-class 
purge in Czechoslovakia are true. The Redf 
never wear down their opposition if they can 
get rid of it. 
There is no place for a middle class in their 
social pattern. There are only a top and a bot­ 
tom in the structure of Communism. The one- 
party politicos are the top, all others the bot­ 
tom. 
Everyone is either in or out of favor. There 
n-e no wavering between Willy and NiUv, no 
bipartisans, no outsiders studying to be insiders. 
This unwieldy political mass must be eliminat­ 
ed so the party can get ahead with its work of 
fashioning an absolutely obedient state with no 
mind of its own. no misgivings, no second 
thoughts and no means of opposition. That is 
what is happening in Czechoslovakia under the 
Communists. 
The same thing is happening elsewhere un­ 
der other auspices. The English are doing it in 
the name of socialism. The Americans are do­ 
ing it in the name of progressive income taxes 
and escalator clauses, wThich let millions of 
fixed-income citizens die on the vine for lack of 
enough spending power to keep pace with the 
deflation of money. 
This is less abrupt and more humane than 
loading them into boxcars and losing them in 
transit. And it has the same effect in the 
long run. 


Benefits Of Toil 
Being of the belief that more can be learned 
from reading want ads than from reading the 
wishful thoughts of theorists elsewhere in a 
newspaper, we have been making a want ad 
survey of the benefits of toil in 1952. 
The American working class, which includes 
just about all of us, is being lured into em­ 
ployment and presumably imprisoned therein 
ay many things besides dire necessity these 
lays. The want ads reveal what they are: 
Company - paid pensions, night shift premi­ 
ums, clean places to work, plenty of overtime, 
Guaranteed salaries and liberal bonuses for 
alesmen, liberal vacations, good chances for 
idvancement, transportation furnished, conven- 
ent locations, paid holidays, escalator clauses, 
lealth, life and accident insurance, steady em- 
iloyment, old age no handicap. 
Besides these basic baits, a dazzling variety 
f dry and wet flies are being used for special 
lurposes. Engineering school graduates t h i s 
ear were tempted with offers of pleasing 
ccnery. salubrious climate, moving expenses 
aid, a chance to get married and high-type 
ompanionship. 
Belonging to the working class has its dis- 
dvantages, to be sure, such as the necessity 
f working. But never, except in all-out war- 
me, have the disadvantages been softened 
ith so many pillows.

When My Father Passed Through Castle Garden 


Back Breaker

My father was an immigrant1 
from Bialystok, which was then in 
Russian Poland. 
I thought of that the other day 1 
when I received a pamphlet from 
our park department in New York 
with illustrations showing hew they 
had beautified Battery Park. That 
was the first bit of America that 
my father saw when he landed on 
these shores from a steerage boat 
In his day, an old fortress there 
was called Castle Garden, and the 
immigrants passed through it in 
hordes. That was when this coun­ 
try was in need of population and 
encouraged those who were hun­ 
gry or frightened to come to Amer­ 
ica. 


THE MOST fantastic stories were 
told in Europe about the United 
States. To the immigrants, such as 
my father, it was a “goldene me- 
dina” — a “kingdom of gold.” 
And literally it was such. For 
while they lived in slums and work­ 
ed unbelievably hard, their plight 
was better than anything they had i 
known in the old country. And that 
is why they came here. 
My father was a refugee from 
a pogrom. He ran away from so­ 
cial, economic and spiritual depriv­ 
ation. He wanted to worship God j 
according to the traditions of his 
ancestors. 
He was a devotedly religious 
man, steeped in the lore of his 
faith, incapable of understanding 
life without it. Bread one could I 
earn anywhere; liberty was hard 
to come by in his day. 
Millions came, as he did, to build 
a new life in this country®. I was 
brought up in this environment of 
hopeful people. They found life 
tough, particularly the adjustments 
of language and customs. 
And they suffered heartaches as 
their children moved away from j 
them spiritually in the assimila-; 
tive processes then catalyzing the 
sons and daughters of immigrants 
into Americans. 


ALL OF US were at least bi- I 
lingual then. We spoke what was 
called, the mother tongue, Yid­ 
dish, Russian, Polish, Italian, Ger­ 
man, and what not. And we also 
spoke English, which our parents 
did not know, but which we got in : 
the public schools and on the side­ 
walks. And there, too, we learned 
about the United States, its cus­ 
toms, its traditions, its institutions. 
The children of those immi- J 
grants, first generation Americans, 


were jealous of their privileges. 
They were reared to regard the 
United States as rn promised land. 
They were inspired in the schools 
to patriotic fervor. They were in­ 
tolerant of anyone who even sug­ 
gested that any other country could 
be equal to ^ie United States. This 
was their country. 
In later years, when times were 
better and young people went 
through school and college without 
hardship, when the third genera­ 
tion was living on the fat stored 
by their immigrant ancestors, they 
could not quite grasp the intensity 
of the emotions of the immigrants 
of the period between 1848 and 1890 
for this country. 
The new generation were com­ 
plainers; nothing w'as good enough 
for them. But the old folks, they 
knew where they came from and 
why and they were tankful. 


MY FATHER, never learned 
English. He lived in a ghetto at­ 
mosphere by choice. He preferred 
to be among his own kind and re­ 
garded it as a privilege to be able 
to do that without fear. 
His greatest joy was the free 
practice of his religion without dan­ 
ger or shame or humiliation. Yet, 
he voted in every election and de­ 
voted himself to an understanding 
of the issues and the personalities 
about which he read in the Yid­ 
dish newspapers which then flour­ 
ished as excellent journals. 
He was an independent in poli­ 
tics, as were so many immigrants 
like himself. That was before the 
politicians welded them into poli­ 
tical blocs. 
I am sure that no immigrant in 
those days ever thought of him­ 
self as being part of a minority. 
They would not have known what 
it meant. They were Americans. 
To have called my father “a mi­ 
nority” would have been as in­ 
sulting as to call him a sheenie. 
He had run away from Europe 
because there he was part of a 
minority; he came here because 
in America all people were Amer­ 
icans, all belonged to the same 
nation; all were equal in the eyes 
of the government. 
My father, the rabbi, and Father 
Louis, the priest, our neighbor and 
friend, we were all the same kind 
of people only we worshipped the 
same God differently. That he 
could understand — but minority, 
pfui, that would have reminded 
him of the old country. That was 
no good!

Inside On Labor

For the first time there’s a face- 
to-face showdown between an en­ 
raged labor leader and the tough­ 
est of modern Mafia mobs — a 
mob of muscle men which terror­ 
izes $10 million a year out of the 
nation’s ladies’ garment manufac­ 
turers by slapping an arbitrary tax 
of at least a nickel on each cloak 
or dress turned out for the women 
of the nation. 
Yet, just a year after Kefauver’s 
travels and despite the grandstand 
statements of official anti-crime 
agencies across the land, this la­ 
bor leader, David Dubinsky, and 
his 
colleagues 
find 
themselves 
abandoned by federal anti-crime 
divisions and even the much tout­ 
ed special racket grand juries. 


THE UNION fights almost alone 
against a mob which has jacked 
up the price of your ladies' cloth­ 
ing with its special “We’re your 
partners — or else” threats. 
The only meager encouragement 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union (AFL) has had 
comes from Frank Lohn, chief of 
the Treasury Department’s Intelli­ 
gence unit. 
Lohn, aware of the shakedowns 
and protection fees disguised as 
“entertainment and expenses’’, has 
handed his New York office, op­ 
erating out of a special mid-town 
building, orders to give top priori­ 
ty to an investigation of the mob’s 
income, so it can be nailed for 
tax evasion. 
But it can be reported authentic­ 
ally that Frank Lohn’s lads can 
handle only a small part of the 
operation. These special “detec­ 
tives’’ estimate that they will un­ 
cover only $2 million of the $10 
million shakedown they know ex­ 
ists. The shakedown is paid “to 
protect” the plant from unioniza­ 
tion. 
This means the intelligence unit 
can go into only a handful of the 
40 terrorized cloak and suit shops 
and the four multi-million dollar 
garment plants owned directly by 
the mob chiefs themselves. 
It is understood that some third- j 
string garment union leaders are i 
being investigated, too — which ' 
will bring no objection from the 
top labor leaders. That’s for cer- j 
tain. They want the mob out of 
the industry — or operating legiti­ 
mate union shops. 


JUST HOW deep the mob has 
gotten into this vast industry, 
reaching from New York to Los 
Angeles, no one can tell now. Some 
mobsters simply announced them­ 
selves as partners. Some actually 
invested $2 million in a multi-mil­ 
lion dollar shop for a 20 per cent 
interest. Some legitimately invest­ 
ed hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars in shops and trucking com­ 
panies and warned the union to 
stay away. 
But Dubinsky has taken them on. 
He decided to do this before he 
left for the Democratic convention 
leading a small delegation. In Chi­ 
cago, they urged the party to name 
Sen. Kefauver as second man on 
the national ticket. Not because 


they disliked Sen. Sparkman or Al- 
ben Bagley or any of the other 
potential veepees. 
Dubinsky 
and 
his 
colleagues 
there wanted to create an atmos­ 
phere. They wanted the Kefauver 
nomination as a warning. And as 
a signal to all civic elements in big 
cities where the “Young Turks” 
of the underworld are beginning to 
push labor around a la Lepke and 
Capone of unlamented memory. 
The mere naming of Kefauver, the 
crimebuster, they hoped would 
move the U. S. Department of Jus­ 
tice. They thought the department 
would stop talking and crack down. 


DUBINSKY returned to New 
York without that symbol. He and 
a lieutenant, Isidore Nagler, de­ 
cided to take on first the mobs in 
the ladies’ cloak and suit section. 
They threw pickets on the streets 
in the early morning to meet the 
enemy’s trucks sneaked in at 5 
a. rn. They publicly announced 
their fight. 
They got no answer. No help 
from city, state or federal anti­ 
crime agencies. Their one break 
was that the tough crowd was split 
wide open. 
The “elder statesman” of the 
old-time mob, Gaetano (Tommy) 
Luckese, alias Three - Fingers 
Brown, undisputed king of the $25 
million garment trucking business 
dominating half the nation, wants 
no battle. 
Involved now in New York City 
and national politics and a score 
of legitimate businesses, he disap­ 
proves of the “Young Turks” who 
have other multi-million dollar op­ 
erators leading them. 
He knows that this battle in the 
jungle streets of New York’s tow­ 
ering garment area won’t be aban­ 
doned by this union, no matter 
who gets slugged, or worse. 
Those pickets will stay until the 
federal agencies and the racket 
grand juries realize there’s a na­ 
tional industrial war on — between 
a clean union and a dirty mob.

The child is fortu nate who learns 
to » wu m well at an early age and 
has freq u ent opportu nity to do so 
du ring the su mmer. Bu t in the 
learning process, the child may be 
hampered by excessive fears or 
endangered by lack of cau tion or 
sheer disobedience. 
The child ju st beginning to tod­ 
dle may like to paddle in shallow 
water, bu t may at first evince 
fear. And if he is forced into the 
water and gets it into his mou th 
and nose, he may acq u ire strong 
fears of the water. 
A good ru le is be verv' patient, 
with him to protect him from ad­ 
ded frights.

at home, when necessary com­ 
mands cou ld easib’ have been en- 
for'^ed. 
When su ch hazards as the fore­ 
going face a child, it may not he 
easy to discipline him effectively, 
even thou gh to save his life. So 
train you r child in the early years 
at home to respect the word "No” 
or "Don’t” in the common, every­ 
day experiences, so that he will 
promptly obey su ch” a command 
when faced with dire danger that 
may arise in the water.

couple of weeks, if you lose more 
than three pounds per week, add 
about 200 calories to the daily 
menus. A pint of whole milk in 
place of an equal amount of skim 
milk or buttermilk would do it, or 
two thin slices of bread and but­ 
ter.

The child is fortunate who learns 
to fvim well at an early age and 
has frequent opportunity to do so 
during the summer. But in the 
learning process, the child may be 
hampered by excessive fears or 
endangered by lack of caution or 
sheer disobedience. 
The child just beginning to tod­ 
dle may like to paddle in shallow 
water, but may at first evince 
fear. And if he is forced into the 
water and gets it into his mouth 
and nose, he may acquire strong 
fears of the water. 
A good rule is be v ery patient, 
with him to protect him from ad­ 
ded frights. 


AS SOON as he acquires suffi­ 
cient courage, put simming wings 
on him or give him some other in­ 
flated support. As he makes prog­ 
ress. he may need careful watch­ 
ing Ymd be disciplined not to go 
beyond a clearly marked limit. 
The boy or girl who has learned 
to swim some without a support­ 
ing aid is especially in need of 
strict discipline. 
You and I have seen at a bath­ 
ing place frantic mothers calling 
to a son or daughter not to go any 
further, only to have their com­ 
mands unheeded. Camp counselors 
who take groups of children bath­ 
ing know the agony of trying to 
protect disobedient children. 
But these children were not dis­ 
obedient on such an occasion for 
the first time. They had had long I 


practice 
in 
disobedience during 
earlier months and years right 
at home, when necessary com­ 
mands could easily have been en­ 
forced. 
When such hazards as the fore­ 
going face a child, it may not be 
easy to discipline him effectively, 
even though to save his life. So 
train your child in the early years 
at home to respect the word “No" 
or “Don’t" in the common, every­ 
day experiences, so that he will 
promptly obey such* a command 
when faced with dire danger that 
may arise in the water. 


AMONG other hazards to chil­ 
dren over six to eight in summer 
is their venturing on water on 
rafts and the like* and following 
other children in the "old swim- 
min’ hole". 
Often the child visiting away 
from home is tempted to go along 
with boys more used to such dan­ 
gers. The boys the “novice" fol­ 
lows may not be aware of the 
“recruit’s" inexperience, or may 
even 
have 
fun 
at 
seeing 
him 
scared. 
Rather than face the teasing of 
the “v e, t e r a n s", the innocent 
“greenhorn" may take all sorts of 
dangerous risks. Such hazards sug­ 
gest the need of parental foresight 
and caution. 
Success will depend greatly on 
the habits of co-operation and obed­ 
ience cultivated in the child.
